and tu rned killer. 
Norman A d r i a n , Bu hler« 
Kan., boss of a combine crew 
for whom Pope worked for 
three su mmers, d escribed the 
y ou ng Kansan as a good , hard 
d epend able worker. 
“I told farmers if I had six 
men like Pope, look at the 
kind of crew 1 wou ld hav e,” 
he said . 
Ad rian told the ju ry Pope 
often repaired the machinery 
withou t being told . “I appre­ 
ciated that v ery mu ch,” he 
said . 
Worked Big Springs 
He said Pope was a mem­ 
ber of the crew when it fol­ 
lowed the harv ests throu gh 
the Big Springs area in the 
su mmer of 1964. 
A Canton, Kan., farmer who 
owns land s ad jacent to the 
Pope farm at Rox bu ry , Kan., 
said Pope was an “ex traord i­ 
nary good help.” 
Clark I n g r a m , who em­ 
ploy ed Pope for od d jobs on 
sev eral occasions, said the 
y ou ngster was the “best help 
I ev er had .” 
In ad d ition to his farming, 
Ingram is caretaker of the 
local township cemetery . He 
said Pope helped him d ig 
grav es sev eral times.

Omaha — A band it calmly 
held u p the First National 
Bank here of “abou t $5,000” 
Mond ay morning. 
The man; armed with a pis­ 
tol, was d escribed as abou t 
65, gray -haired , wearing a 
baseball-ty pe cap, brown jack­ 
et and slacks. He had an u n­ 
shav en appearance, witnesses 
said . 
This was Omaha’s second 
bank robbery this month. On 
Nov . 1 a man escaped from 
the U.S. National Bank with 
abou t $3,600. First National is 
Omaha’s second -largest bank; 
U.S. National is third -larg­ 
est, a bank spokesman said . 
Bank trainee J. Wi l l i am 
Henry , said the man walked 
u p to teller Lind a Bober, 
abou t 23, d isplay ed the gu n 
and asked for cu rrency . She 
gav e him the bills in two bank 
env elopes. 
The man tu rned away and 
casu ally walked d own an es­ 
calator into the street ju st 
as a policeman was coming 
in the other d oor of the bank, 
Henry said . 
The teller than tu rned in a 
silent alarm connected with 
police head qu arters. The bank 
has no photographic sy stem, 
he said . 
“He was pretty cool,” Hen­ 
ry said . 
Interru ption 
Henry said a bank employ e 
stepped behind the man d u r­ 
ing the robbery and asked for 
change. The teller told him to 
go to another wind ow. 
All bank losses, he ad d ed , 
will be cov ered by the Fed ­ 
eral Deposit Insu rance Corp. 
“There’ll be no losses for any ­ 
bod y ,” Henry said . 
He said the robbery oc­ 
cu rred w he n the bank was 
crowd ed . “This is p a y d a y 
(for mank bank cu stomers) 
he said , “and the hold u p came 
d u ring the lu nch hou r.” Police 
said the robbery was at 11:30 
a.m. 
Henry said the bank was 
robbed once before, in 1963, of 
a “small amou nt” of cash.

The cou rt agreed with a 
challenge to t he 1950 law 
which claimed that the regis­ 
tration requ irement wou ld v io­ 
late the constitu tional protec­ 
tion against self - incrimina­ 
tion. 
In New York, Commu nist 
lead er Gu s Hall hailed the d e­ 
cision as “a blow against the 
longest l e g a l v end etta in 
American history ,” and pre­ 
d icted increased Commu nist 
activ ity . 
“Whereev er 
i t ’s possible, 
we’re goi ng 
to ru n Com­ 
mu nists for 
pu b l i c 
of­ 
fice,” 
Ha l l 
told a ne ws 
c o n f e r - 
ence. “This is 
s o m e thing 
we’v e alway s 
wanted to d o 
and cou ld n’t.” 
Hall said the party will take 
three actions : 
—Pu blish a basic political 
program or manifesto within 
two weeks. 
—Call its first pu blic nation­ 
al conv ention since 1950. An 
u nannou nced one was held in 
1958. 
—Take steps to enter can­ 
d id ates in nex t y ear’s con­ 
gressional elections 
Hall calls himself “chief 
spokesman” for the Commu ­ 
nist Party . He said the 1958 
conv ention mad e him “nation­ 
al chairman” bu t he has nev ­ 
er u sed the title and it was 
nev er annou nced becau se of 
the su bv ersiv e activ ities con­ 
trol act. 
Mond ay ’s d ecision was the 
latest in a series of rev erses 
the su bv ersiv e activ ities con­ 
trol law has su stqirod in the 
cou rts. The new nlltiiig came 
in the mid st of a fed eral cou rt 
ju ry trial on whether the par­ 
ty itself mu st register with the 
J u s t i c e Dept. Ind iv id u als 
wou ld be su bject to registra­ 
tion if the party refu sed to 
list its membership. 
Other major sections of the 
statu te, inclu d ing one d eny ing 
U.S. passports, 
ha v e been 
stru ck d own by the cou rts. 
The Ju stice Dept, d eclined 
any immed iate comment on 
Mond ay ’s opinion by Ju stice 
William J. Brennan Jr. Bu t 
gov ernment attorney s at the 
fed eral d istrict cou rt trial of 
the party went in^o 
im­ 
med iate hu d d le on the d ev el­ 
opment. Their first reaction 
was that the high cou rt ru ling 
wou ld not nu llify their case 
against the party .

Saigon — American troops 
su pported by B52 bombers 
Mond ay mau led three bat­ 
talions of North Vietnamese 
army regu lars on the slopes 
of a ju ngle mou ntain near the 
Cambod ian bord er. Reports 
from the front said as many 
as 1.000 Commu nists may 
hav e been killed . 
The 
N or t h Vietnamese 
army u nits reeled back Mon­ 
d ay after two d ay s of bitter 
close-qu arter fighting and the 
thu nd erou s B52 raid on Chu 
Pong 
mou ntain 
220 
miles 
northeast of Saigon. It was 
the first B52 raid of the war 
in su pport of the battlefront 
troops. 
Two battalions of 1st Air 
Cav alry Div ision’s 7 th Regi­ 
ment—an ou tfit that followed 
Gen. George Cu ster into the 
battle of the Little Big Horn 
—held their own throu gh 36 
hou rs of at times sav age 
fighting. 
American f i g ht i n g men 
swept forward after the B52 
strike, and officers rad ioed 
reports of cou nting 24 4 Com­ 
mu nist bod ies in one area 
where 
another 100 enemy 
d ead were believ ed strewn on 
the battle grou nd . 
Artillery and air liaison offi­ 
cers estimated that bombs 
and shells killed another 600 
or 700 Commu nists. 
Casu alties Mod erate 
American casu alties w e r e 
termed mod erate, bu t it re­ 
qu ired more than a d ozen heli­ 
copters to take ou t the Ameri­ 
can wou nd ed . M os t of the 
d ead were still in the battle 
zone. It was too d angerou s 
for helicopters to fly ex cept on 
u rgent missions. 
The American troops cap­ 
tu red from 60 to 7 0 au tomat­ 
ic weapons of ev ery kind d u r­ 
ing three major assau lts by 
members of the North Vietna­ 
mese 304 th Div ision which in­ 
filtrated into Sou th Vietnam 
earlier this y ear. 
Three N or t h Vietnamese 
battalions — abou t 2,000 men 
—were engaging the Ameri­ 
can troops and it was possible 
that others were waiting far­ 
ther back. 
The fighting broke ou t Su n­ 
d ay afternoon after one bat­ 
talion of the 1st Cav alry ’s 7 th 
Regiment was lifted in for an 
assau lt. Another battalion was 
thrown into the battle Mon­ 
d ay . 
One American c om pa n y 
took v ery he a v y casu alties 
when it bore the bru nt of one 
of the Commu nist’s 
m a i n 
thru sts. A platoon su ffered the 
same fate when it was cu t off 
from the main u nit for 26 
hou rs. In each case only a 
comparativ e hand fu l of Amer­ 
icans escaped u nscathed .

If there is any question of who is boss of 
Nebraska’s p ublic p ower organization—t h e 
Legislature or the individual p ower agencies— 
H could well be answered in the next year by 
the Legislature’s interim p ower study com­ 
mittee.

The co mmittee—headed by Sen. Har­ 
o ld Stry ker o f Rising City , a v eteran o f 
the legislativ e po wer wars — wasted no 
time in letting it be kno wn that it means 
business. 
• 
It is. no secret either that senators close 
to the p ower business are highly disturbed 
over indications that turmoil among t h e 
p ower districts is even greater today than it 
has been in the p ast. 
The legislators thought they had settled a 
major share of the difficulties when they cre­ 
ated a state-wide grid system, under unified 
management, to give some solidarity and or­ 
der to the p ower sup p ly function over most 
of the state. So far this legislation ap p ears to 
have had the op p osite effect. 
Legislative discontent over the continued 
feuding was exp ressed by Stryker in this p re­ 
p ared statement issued at a meeting of the 
committee: 
“Nebraskans have been lulled to sleep by 
our ovTi voices saying over and over again 
that we have the lowest (p ower) rate. Yet 
our wholesale rates were 29 th from the low­ 
est on a national average basis and may not 
be greatly changed.’’ ^ 
^ 


To help guide future legislativ e think­ 
ing o n the po wer issue, Stry ker’s co mmi- 
tee plans to pro be the sensitiv e areas o f 


ho w much public mo ney the po wer agen­ 
cies arc spending fo r legal serv ices, pub­ 
lic relatio ns and influencing legislatio n. 
• 
• 
• 
The committee also has indicated an in­ 
terest in such moves as authorizing the state 
p ower review board to set electrical rates 
and requiring the state attorney general to 
act as legal counsel for all p ower districts, 
rather than p ermitting individual attorneys for 
each district. Certainly these step s would draw 
the noose of control more tightiy around the 
p ower districts. 
But these are by no means the extent of 
control available to the Legislature. The law­ 
makers could, if they chose, establish a state­ 
wide p ow e r authority to assume comp lete 
management of the p ower op erations and 
eliminate the existing districts. A limited use 
of this p ower was exerted in creation of the 
grid system this year. 
And, if the behavior of the p ower districts 
becomes so alien to the p ublic interest as to 
be intolerable, the Legislature always has the 
ultimate weap on of authorizing p rivate p ower 
comp anies to op erate in the state or even 
comp elling the sale of the p ublic p rop erties 
to p rivate ownership . 
In short, the Legislature is in full charge 
of the p ower business in Nebraska. All it 
needs is the will to exert its p reeminence. 
It disp layed such a will in this year’s session 
and the initial attitude of the study committee 
indicates that it intends to maintain this will.

Donald Michael, a social p sychologist 
who coined the label “cyberation.” p redicts 
that “in the next 10 to 20 years cybernation 
will disrup t the whole labor market, from ex­ 
ecutives to menials.’’

In 1962 the William Alanson White Insti­ 
tute of Psychiatry, Psychoanalysis and Psy­ 
chology established a p ilot demonstration clin­ 
ic for the treatment of a selected group of col­ 
lege drop outs. 
In the first year, 101 students—about half 
male and half female—from 38 colleges ap ­ 
p lied to the clinic and were screened and in­ 
terviewed. At the end of the year 36 students 
were in therap y. 
Of the students who remained in therap y 
for more than five visits, nearly half had re­ 
turned to school—^p art-time or full-time—by 
the end of the year, and were doing well.

* 
The students in this study were intelligent 
and po tentially capable, y et mo st o f them had 
been under-anchiev ers. Mo st o f them lacked 
persev erance and two -thirds had po o r study 
habits o f lo ng standing.

* 
More than a third of the fathers had them­ 
selves interrup ted their education for one rea­ 
son or another. There was also a high inci­ 
dence of interrup ted education among the 
mothers. Dr. Levenson says all the p arents of 
the ap p licants tended to be extremely ambi­ 
tious for their children. Yet the study revealed 
that in p ractice they p rovided little construc­ 
tive sup p ort or help in translating these am­ 
bitions into concrete achievements. 
Dr. Levenson concludes, “Our drop outs are 
Tbehaving after a fashion that is not only con­ 
doned but even demanded of them by a largely 
unconscious consp iracy of their elders: on the 
one hand their p arents, who use them to p re­ 
serve their own uneasy balance of tensions; 
on the other hand the college authorities, who 
accep t their failure as inevitable.”

He say s, “ Co lleges that wish to keep their 
students—no t just to reduce their dro po ut 
sco res but so that each student may realize 
mo re o f his o wn po tential—hav e co me to real­ 
ize that a careful re-ev aluatio n o f their atti­ 
tudes and ex pectatio ns, o fficial and uno fficial, 
is in o rder.”

Dr. Levenson makes a p oint, often missed 
by most, that many of the young p eop le are 
essentially quite unhap p y. Thus the tragedy 
lies not so much in any economic and social 
loss that may be involved in a talented stu­ 
dent’s failure to achieve success but in the 
p ersonal misery that is the result. 
He says, “College authorities must learn 
to face without flinching the jaundiced eye of 
a student who doesn’t trust them, doesn’t re­ 
sp ect them, refuses to accord them their 
‘face value’ as arbiters of behavior as well as 
learning. To earn the resp ect and engage the 
interest of such as these offers a tremendous 
challenge to the modern educator.”

Indeed it do es, and at a time when classes 
are o v er-cro wded. Yet it seems reaso nable 
that co lleges, o f necessity , must accept a high­ 
er degree o f respo nsibility fo r their students’

For the fourth time in five years the ques­ 
tion of whether Peking or Taip ei shall occup y 
the seats that belong to China is again before 
the United Nations. 
During these years there has been a strik­ 
ing change in the shap e of 
the p roblem. Sentiment h a s 
grown in most of the world in 
favor of seating Peking on the 
ground that Mainland China 
really is China and that as a 
matter of p ractical p olitics it 
must p articip ate in any p eace­ 
able settlement in East Asia. 
As this sentiment h a s 
grown, the Peking government 
has stiffened the conditions 
which the United N a t i ons 
Lippmao n 
must meet before it would accep t the seats if 
they were offered. 
If the Peking conditions are to be taken lit­ 
erally as being what Foreign Minister Chen Yi 
said they are. the debate may be regarded as 
over and the question disp osed of. For the p o­ 
sition of Peking would then be that it will not 
accep t the seats unless the United Nations sur­ 
renders unconditionally, not only on Taiwan 
but on a radical revision of the charter and 
on a p urge, directed by Peking, of the mem­ 
bership of the United Nations.

Brid g in g th e Ab yss 
If all these conditions are to be regarded 
as not within the realm of accommodation 
and negotiation, then Chen Yi must be under­ 
stood as having renounced Peking’s entry into 
the United Nations. He must be understood 
as p referring for ideological and other reasons 
to continue to remain a hostile outsider. 
« 
* 
In co nsequence, o ur real pro blem is no t 
ho w to keep Red China o ut o f the United Na­ 
tio ns. Arthur Go ldberg was in effect arguing 
a case which his Red Chinese o ppo nents had 
already wo n fo r him. Our real pro blem and 
that o f the great majo rity o f the lo y al sup­ 
po rters o f the United Natio ns is ho w the aby ss 
betwen Red China and the rest o f mankind 
is to be bridged. 
i 
When we examine Chen Yi’s contitions, I 
think we may sup p ose that all the talk about 
the revision of the charter and the p urge of the 
members is no more than a p review of w'hat 


Red China would argue for if she were in tha 
United Nations. The real p re-condition is the 
old one—that Peking must not only be given 
the seats in the U.N. organization now occup ied 
by Taiwan, but that Taiwan must also be ex- 
p elled from the United Nations. Those who will 
refuse to exp el Taiwan will be enough, it ap ­ 
p ears. to deny the two-thirds vote it would 
take to exp el Taiwan. 
It is not certain that this deadlock over 
Taiwan will last forever. The magnetic atti'ac- 
tion of China on Taiwan will be strong, and 
eventually a p olitical deal reunifying the two 
Chinas is a distinct p ossibility. 
t 
A S ep a ra te Ta iwa n 
Since that is only a future eventuality, the 
only hop e in the near future for an agreed 
.solution is for the United Nations to recognize 
Peking as China and to recognize Taiwan as 
Taiwan. This is not p recisely what has been 
called in the p ast “the two China” solution. 
For there would be only one China. 


But the solution would recognize the inde­ 
p endence of Taiwan which, as a matter of fact, 
has not been under the rule of the Chinese 
mainland since 1895. 
It would amount to 
treating Taiwan, which was conquered and 
colonized by the Chinese from Fukien in the 
17th century, as so many other former colonies, 
now indep endent U.N. members, have been 
treated. 
* 
* 
To back the indep endence of Taiwan is to 
arouse the op p osition not only of Peking but 
of Chiang Kai-shek as well. But in p rincip le 
an indep endent Taiwan, neutralized under a 
U.N. gu^antee, would be in the sp irit of the 
age. If in the end Peking were to accep t it, 
it would not only solve the p roblem at the 
United Nations, but it might well be a de­ 
cisive step toward p eaceable coexistence in 
Asia. 
It is, of course, not easy to believe that 
such a rational and civilized accommodation 
will be reached. It requires an act of faith 
to make such a formula an objective of p olicy. 
But if there gather behind the idea the p re­ 
p onderant majority of the United Nations, we 
can at least say that no one who joins this 
majority will ever need to feel ashamed that 
he has done so.

So me state o fficial o r agen­ 
cy will so o n be named to ad­ 
minister y et ano ther “ Great 
So ciety ” federal aid pro gram 
enacted by the 1965 Co ngress. 
The pro gram — abo ut which 
little is kno wn lo cally at this 
time — is designed to aid in 
the state’s eco no mic and re­ 
so urces develo pment. 
It is called the Public Wo rks 
and Develo pment Act o f 19 6 5. 
Acco rding to the Nebraska 
Reso urces Divisio n, no o ne at 
the state level has y et been 
nemed to administer the act 
o n a state-wide basis. 
But the divisio n repo rted 
this assignment will be made 
in Washingto n o n No v. 22. 
Since the Reso urces Divisio n 
is charged with the respo n­ 
sibility o f develo ping state re­ 
so urces, upgrading small co m­ 
munities and attracting new 
industry , it was believed that 
agency headed by Reso urces 
chief David Osterho ut might 
be named the administrative 
department. 
The Eco no mic Develo pment 
Administratio n (EDA) which 
administers the act at the fed­ 
eral level, already has 
an­ 
no unced a list o f areas deter­ 
mined to be eligible to seek 
aid. 
The Nebraska areas includ­ 
ed: Bo o ne, C us t e r , Daw­ 
so n, Garfield, Greeley , Ho w­ 
ard, Lo up, Nance, Sherman 
and Valley co unties in central 
Nebraska, Pawnee Co unty in 
the so utheast, and the Oma­ 
ha-Winnebago Indian 
reser­ 
vatio n in the no rtheast. 
The EDA anno uncement did 
no t specify why the Nebraska 
areas were included o n the 
list. 
But it was believed the in­ 
dividual co unties were named 
because they are co unties o f 
decreasing po pulatio n in the 
co ntinuing po pulatio n s h i f t 
fro m rural to urban areas. 
The reservatio n apparently 
was included because it h a s 
special Indian pro blems. 
Once the act beco mes o per­ 
ative at the state level, the

Precipitation at Lincoln was 
only 0.41 of an inch for the 
month but the total for the 
calendar year thus far exceed 
the previous all-time high for 
a complete y e a r by 1.32 
inches. Swanson Lake a n d 
Harlan County reservoir, both 
on the Republican 
Ri v e r , 
were into their flood pools. 
Storage in Lake McCo n- 
aughy increased to 1,6 6 0,000 
acre feet, which is 38% more 
than a year ago and 4 1% 
above average. 
The department said ground­ 
water levels in wells changed 
little except in the l o w e r 
Platte Valley where they re­ 
turned to near normal follow­ 
ing last month’s high levels.

T o t a l crop production vol­ 
ume in Neb raska this year 
shapes up as the six th larg­ 
est of record, 11% ab ove last 
year, the State-Federal Divi­ 
sion of Agricultural Statis­ 
tics reported. 
The calculations are b ased 
on crop prospects as of Nov. 1, 
slightly under the estimates a 
month earlier. 
A lower yield per acre for 
sorghum grain than was es­ 
timated on Oct. 1 was on l y 
partially 
offset b y higher 
yields for com, sugar b eets 
and dry edib le b eans, the 
agency noted. 
Prospective production for 
all crops is indicated to b e 
ab out 2% b elow the 1957-59 av­ 
erage, 
although 
composite 
yields per acre are 14% ab ove 
the average for this period 
and the highest of record. 
The indicated yield per acre 


for corn at 67 b ushels is the 
highest of record and 13.4 
b ushels per acre ab ove the av­ 
erage. The previous high yield 
recorded was 60.5 b ushels in 
1962. 
Total production of 251 mil­ 
lion b ushels on the b asis of 
the Nov. 1 estimate would b e 
17% ab ove last year b ut 17% 
b elow the 1959-63 average, b e­ 
cause of reduced acreage. 
Sorghum grain production 
this year is ex pected to total 
131 mi l l i on b ushels com­ 
pared with 93 million l a s t 
year and an average of 84 
million. The Nov. 1 estimate, 
however, was down ab out 10 
million b ushels from a month 
earlier.

Washington (B—The nation­ 
al food bill will hit $86 billion 
this year and shou ld ru n high­ 
er in 1966, the government re­ 
ported. 
The total works ou t to $439, 
for each man, woman and 
child in the cou ntry. 
Bu t the Agricu ltu re Depart­ 
ment, in making these calcu ­ 
lations, said increases in both 
total and per capita spending 
for food next year are u nlike­ 
ly to match the 
rise over 
1964. 
Abou t half of the 1965 boost 


in the total food bill was at­ 
tribu ted to higher prices for 
major farm produ cts. The! 
above average gain has been i 
spu rred also by rising after­ 
tax incomes and by a growing 
demand for su ch relative lu x­ 
u ries as eating away from 
home. 
Little Change 
Even thou gh the average 
A m e r i c a n is expected to 
spend a little more to eat 
next year, the share of dispos­ 
able individu al income pu t ou t 


for f o o d will likely decline 
from the W/2% share estimat­ 
ed for 1965, becau se retail 
p?*ices are expected to drop 
slightly and little change is 
expected in the amou nt of 
food each person eats. 
For the farmer who pro­ 
du ces the raw materials of 
food, the ou tlook for 1966 Is 
for over-all c a s h receipts

I Pieta Ho me Safe 
Hint o f To talitarianism 


Certain fo rms o f to talitarianism are present in ev ery so ­ 
ciety acco rding to Dr. William Ebenstein, pro fesso r o f po ­ 
litical science at the Univ ersity o f Califo rnia in Lo s Angelo s. 
Dr. Ebenstein, who was the 
main speaker Sunday night at 
a seminar o n Demo cracy v s. 
To talitarianism at Nebraska 
Center, ^said that America’s 
civ il rights pro blems are an 
e x a m p l e o f “ to talitarian 
strands” in the United States. 
He ex plained that a to tal­ 
itarian philo so phy d 0 e s n’ t 
necessarily wish to kill, “ but 
to degrade.” He said tha t 
Americans o ften giv e their 
children to o perfect a picture 
o f the United States and its 
pro blems. 
In a wealthy co untry like 
the United States, he said, the 
fascism philo so phy is mo re o f 
a pro blem than co mmunism. 
He no ted that co mmunism was 
a pro blem in po o rer co untries, 


but that wealthy co untries 
o ften are affected mo re by 
fascist ideas and prejudices. 
Dr. 
Ebenstein 
said 
that 
America’s greatest tragedy in 
the last 35 y ears had been 
caused by the right and left 
no t wo rking to gether against 
bo th co mmunism and fascism. 
He po inted o ut that the left 
had fo ught against fascism 
and the right against co m­ 
munism but that they had 
failed to challenge bo th to tal­ 
itarian fo rms to gether. 
Fifty educato rs fro m Io wa 
and Nebraska co lleges, univ er­ 
sities and seco ndary scho o ls 
are attending the three-day 
seminar which win end Tues­ 
day .

Bu t one of the 
clu b’s directors, B. H. Ridder 
Jr. of St. Pau l said: 
“There has to be a way for 
him to reconsider. I know how 
depressed he mu st feel ov er 


losing the Colt game. Bu t 
Norm Van Brocklin is a great 
coach. He’s done ev ery i^g 
we’v e ev er asked him to.” 
Clu b directors, relu ctant to 
take his decision as final, 
went into immediate secret 
session presu mably in an ef­ 
fort to get him to reconsider. 
Van B^rocklin told the writ- 
6 rsi“ i don’t know what I’m go­ 
ing to do for a liv ing. Bu t it 
won’t be in football. In foot­ 
ball, I don’t want any ex ecu ­ 
tiv e job.

“I’v e taken the team as far 
as I can.

May be another gu y 
can do it.” 
Viking President Max Win­ 
ter, who talked to Van Brock­ 
lin abou t the u pcoming NFL 
draft in the Minnesota dress­ 
ing room following Su nday ’s 
41-21 loss to Baltimore, was 
sihocked. 
“It knocked me off my 
chair,” Winter said. “Is he 
seriou s a b o u t it?

A writer with an early deadline grabbed Nebrask a 
coach Bob Devaney for a quick comment after the Busk ­ 
ers had narrowly averted their first defeat of the season 
by nipping Ok lahoma State, 21-17. 
The dressing room, resembling a combination of a 
vegetable and fruit mark et, a photo studio and family re­ 
union, was a mad house and the coach said quick ly: “Just 
tell them I’m happy to get out of here alive!” 


Had the coach not been so busy at the time, he might 
have added fortunate. Not that the Orange Bowl-bound 
Busk ers didn’t earn the victory. They did that. And, as 
they have done before, they did it in the manner of a 
championship team, marching 75 yards in the face 
o f a 
fleeting clock by shak ing off what for them must be la­ 
beled an off day. 


Although Devaney had said earlier he feared the trip 
more than any save Missouri, there were few who antici­ 
pated that with just over five minutes to play Nebrask a 
would be standing eyeball to eyeball with defeat.

But it did happen and there are all sorts of things 
which could account for a 1-6 team playing on almost even 
terms with an 8-0 team. 
To begin with it could be that writers perhaps spent 
too much time look ing at the total record and not enough 
inspecting the scores and ci^'cumstances. 


Ok lahoma Slate had played everyone close, Including 
Tex as Tech, Ark ansas and Missouri, and the Po kes de­ 
feated Tulsa. Throw in Nebrask a and y o u’v e go t fiv e bo wl 
teams. The onlv k ick ing absorbed was 
at Co lo rado and 
Pok e coach Phil Cutchin has since 
termed it their wo rst 
game. 


The week layoff didn’t hurt 0-State any as it re­ 
grouped, recovered physically and installed a double wing 
T which didn’t hurt NU so much as it helped themselves. 
And somehow, it’s hard to overlook history, the Pok es 
having given Nebrask a as much trouble as any team in 
the league save Ok lahoma and Missouri over recent sea­ 
sons. 
The List Go es On 
Cutchin conceded following the game his Cowpok es 
played their best of the season. One of the factors involved 
was the k ick ing game. This phase of football, vital to all, 
but seemingly more so to some, is a must for 0-State. 
Failure to cover had cost them fatally in other games. 


But Saturday the Po kes were in co mplete co mmand 
o f this part o f game and it hurt, ev en to the ex tent o f two 
quick kicks which sho v ed the Buskers into a ho le. 


There was the matter of “turnovers”. NU lost the ball 
four times on one pass interception and three fumbles. 
Only one other time this year, against Colorado when the 
figures were just reversed, had the Busk ers given it up in 
this manner four times. 
And there were the passing failures, altho ugh in the 
end a co uple o f passes co ntributed to v icto ry . 
“Fred (Duda) didn’t have a good day by his own ad­ 
mission,” NU’s offensive back field coach Mik e Corgan 
said. “He’s was probably somewhat discouraged, too. He 
had two definite misses (by receivers), a third was 
caught and fumbled and three more were dropped despite 
a pretty decent job of throwing. If he had completed some 
of those It would have helped him psychologically.” 
Runiiin^, Blo ckin’ Backs 
“In my estimation there is no ex cuse for fumbles, 
Corgan answered when quizzed about these problems. 
“But there are ex tenuating circumstances. In most in­ 
stances it’s a matter of a mistak e . . . holding the ball 
wrong or a little mental lapse.” 
The big plus in the victory was the running and block ­ 
ing of the back s. The 0-State players were particularly 
impressed by this. 
“ All o f the backs blo cked pretty well,” Co rgan said, 
but added it pro bably wasn’t an ex ceptio nal day in that 
regard since this is a v ital part o f any Busker effo rt. 
The running might have been ex ceptional on this day, 
though, as Ron Kirk land and Harry Wilson piled up 
and 95 yards, respectively, against a frantically inspired 
team. 
“ We figure o ur backs hav e go t to make y ardage after 
co ntact,” Co rgan said. “ A lo t o f them do n’t hav e the agil­ 
ity to be sco o ter backs, altho ugh Frank So lich fits into that 
catego ry . Harry did it aU day .” 
Perhaps this was just another indication that when one 
thing isn’t quite right something else is. And that’s why 
the Busk ers are one game away from a perfect seas<m and 
heading for Miami.
